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The Young Entomologists’ Society 

The Young Entomologists' Society (Y.E.S.) is an international 
organization that caters to the special needs of youth and amateur 
entomologists, but is also useful to the professional entomologist. Y.E.S. 
is partially supported by the United States Department of Agriculture, 
Michigan State University, Entomological Society of Canada, and Y.E.S. 
members. You man have been familiar with the predecessor of this 
organization, the Teen International Entomology Group (TIEG) which was 
founded in 1965. 

Y.E.S. has several important goals. We assist all entomologists in 
establishing contact with colleagues in other geographical regions who share 
similar entomological interest, so that they might learn from one another by 
sharing information, advice, literature, and specimens. We offer the 
opportunity for youth and amateur entomologists to become involved in the 
operation of a society, and to publish their articles and artwork in a 
journal free of page charges. We also sponsor activities such as art, 
photography and writing competitions for youth members. 

Professional entomologists are encouraged to become involved in Y.E.S., 
as members or otherwise, because they serve as role models and teachers to 
guide the personal and educational development of the other members. 

Membership in Y.E.S. is open to any interested person regardless of age, 
sex, race, creed, national origin, or handicap. There are four categories of 
membership: (1) youth - U.S. $3.00/yr., (2) collegiate - $5.00/yr., (3) 

adult - $10.00/yr., and (4) sustaining - $25.00/yr. minimum. 

Materials for publication in the groups journal, Y.E.S. QUARTERLY, are 
accepted from members and non-members alike. Instructions for authors are 
printed on the inside front cover of the journal. Articles and trading post 
ads (members only) are published on a first come, first serve basis. 


Purpose of the Member Directory 

The purpose of this member directory is to facilitate contact between 
members for exchange of information, advice, literature, and specimens. As 
such, it is merely a supplement to the trading post ads published in Y.E.S. 
QUARTERLY. Only members with a specific desire to correspond and trade 
specimens are listed in the directory; thus, you should find most listees 
willing to interact. 


How to Use the Directory 

This member directory is designed to be as compact and simple to use as 
possible. There are actually two important parts to the directory: 
cross-referenced lists of members by their entomological interests, and a 
master list of member names and addresses. In the master list the members 
are listed alphabetically along with classification and member number. 
(Note: A typical code number looks something like this: 111 -MI-3. The 
first three digits are the member number, the second item is an abbreviation 
of the members home state or country, and the third item is the membership 
status. Thus, this coded number would be interpreted as follows: member 
number 111 lives in Michigan (USA) and is an adult member. A complete list 
of all the locality abbreviations and memberships categories is given in 
Table l.)

Tips for Exchanging Specimens 

Over the years a set of "unwritten rules" concerning insect specimen 
exchanging (trading) have developed. Although based largely on courtesy and 
common sense, 1 think it is appropriate to discuss these "rules" for the 
benefit of our younger members who might be contemplating their first trade. 

In general, insect trading operates very well based on a small number of 
important courtesies. When you get involved in an exchange of specimens you 
will be expected to be honest and trustworthy (don't make offers you can't 
deliver on), prompt, and supply A-l, perfect specimens with complete label 
data (and usually a determination). There could be some exceptions on this 
latter item as you will see later. 

When you write to a fellow Y.E.S. member or other entomologist to propose 
an exchange, I suggest the following simple format: (I) introduce yourself 
and tell a little about your interests or studies, (2) list the species, 
etc., you are interested in obtaining, (3) list the species, etc., you have 
to offer in exchange (include the number of each you have available for 
exchange) and (4) outline the conditions of exchange. When you outline 
your conditions you can give the details of any special conditions you may 
have regarding specimen mounting (pinned vs unpinned, for example), specimen 
sexes, exchange ratio (one for one, tow for one, etc.,) level of 
determination, and the like. This is also a good time to mention any 
variations from normal procedure, like the need to supply a slightly damaged 
specimen due to rarity of occurrence, for instance. In ail cases it is very 
helpful to type or write legibly. (It's a very good idea to print species 
names, and labels, to avoid errors. Also, not everyone reads or writes your 
native language, or is familiar with abbreviations you may use.) 

In general, you will not need a permit to exchange or purchase dead 
insect specimens (and many live specimens as well) and ship them through the 
U.S. mail. The regulations may vary in other countries. In the United 
States, all LIVE plant pests, exotic or domestic, will require a permit; pure 
colonies of predators and receiver of shipment has responsibility for 
compliance with state and federal regulations. For applications or 
information contact the nearest USDA-PPQ, Animal and Plant Health Inspection 
Service office or your state Department of Agriculture. 

Assuming you have successfully arranged an exchange, you're now ready to 
assemble and mail your specimens. Careful packing is essential to assure the 
safe and undamaged arrival of your specimens. It's your responsibility to 
see that the specimens get to their destination in one piece! Also, be 
prompt in responding with your part of the exchange. 
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Prepared specimens should be layered in cotton or tissue paper and packed 
in a mailing box. Wood is best (especially for overseas mail), but plastic 
and sturdy cardboard work well also. Pinned specimens should be 
"double-boxed". Place the specimens in an inner box with a foam (or cork) 
pinning bottom. Cut a piece of cardboard to fit inside of the box and on top 
of the pin heads. Fill the space above this cardboard slip with tissue 
paper. This will prevent the pins from becoming dislodged in shipment. 
Place this inner box into a larger box, to be padded with at least 1-2 inches 
of foam chips, excelsir or crumpled paper. 

If your wrap your package with kraft paper, place an extra mailing label 
under the paper in case it is mutilated in shipment. Make sure all addresses 
(receiver and sender) are legible and complete (and if you use anything other 
than a permanent ink, cover the addresses with transparent tape to prevent 
smudging or other damage). Label your package PROMINENTLY with the following 
statement: 

You can purchase special adhesive 
labels from a entomological supply 
firm, or have a rubber stamp made up 
like the one used to the left. If you 
are mailing your package outside of 
your own country you will have to afix 
a "Parcel Post Customs Declaration" on 
which you must list the contents and 
value of your package. Since insects 

are generally considered to have no commercial value and you should state so 
on your customs declaration. This way no duty will have to be paid in the 
U.S. you can go to any Post Office and ask for Postal Form 2966-A or 2966-B. 

In an exchange, each party pays postage as the sender. If you mail the 
package to a domestic address, you should generally send it by first class 
parcel post (in some instances you may be able to send it by library rate). 
Some U.S. collectors have also used private parcel delivery services with 
good results. If you are mailing your package overseas, you should always 
send it by airmail to avoid delay, loss or damage. 

If you follow these few simple guidelines, I am sure you will have many 
worthwhile exchanges and enrich your collection.
